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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application was filed with an Application Data Sheet indicating that 
correspondence was to be mailed to customer number 23539 [corresponding to David 
Meeks] although there is no power of attorney in the file. An office action was mailed to 
David Meeks on 8/12/2004; that office action set a period for reply of 3 months. No 
reply was received within that period, so on 3/21/2005, a notice of abandonment was 
mailed to David Meeks. 

The Patent office has since been notified that the applicant did not receive any 
correspondence addressed to David Meeks, the abandonment has been rescinded, and 
a copy of the 8/12/2004 office action can be found below; the period for reply is 3 
months from the date of mailing of this office action. Further correspondence will be 
mailed to Paul Meeks. 

2. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kalnitz 
(United Sates Patent number 2,369,464). 
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Kalnitz shows a boat barrier device comprising a vertical support (13) and a 
watercraft barricade means (14). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nixon, et al. 
(United Sates Patent number 6.681709). 

Nixon shows a boat barrier device comprising a vertical support (34,36,38) and a 
watercraft barricade means (24). 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Newhall and Hescock (United Sates Patent number 1,151,607); 
and Clark (United Sates Patent number 4,738,563) show similar barriers.
